Quarrel Starts in Saloon, 
Gronewald had been in the saloon all 


evening with John T. Gould, 28, of 5631 
Kennerly avenue, and Earl Jenkins, 21, 
of 5626 Cote Brilliante avenue. 

Edward Herrmann of 5730 Cote Bril- 
liante avenue, bartender in the Parcher 
saloon, told the police that two men 
and two women entered the wineroom 
about 12:25 and drank several rounds of 
beer. Gronewald, Gould and Jenkins, he 
said, were in a playful mood and they

A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and the New York World, 
CHRISTIANIA, Dec. 21.—Christiania 
for the first time has seen Henry Ford 
and heard his plans to end the world 
war. The millionaire and his party are 
received courteously everywhere, but 
there is not the slightest show of offi- 
cial recognition or organized prepara- 
tion. Christiania is kindly, but skeptical 
of the value of the plan. 


An informal reception was tendered to 
the pilgrims yesterday afternoon at the 
Hotel Grand by women peace advocates, 
unofficially representing several pa- 
cifist bodies. The Americans Were greet- 
ed cordially by the women, but even 
they doubt the efficacy of the proposed 
neutral conference at The Hague. There 
was a mass meeting held unofficially 
last night by the Norwegiar Students’ 
Association with the pilgrims, in the 
students’ hall, part of Christiania Uni- 
versity. 

The students’ motto is “Always glad 
to hear a new thought.“ Speeches were 
made by Dr. Wilhelm Cilvau, president 
of the students’ association; the Rev. 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones; Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Bethea, Miss Brewster, John D. 
Barry, Mr. Lochner and others. But 
rothing savoring of any motion beyond 
kindly sympathy, mingled with hospital- 
ity and curiosity, greeted the American 
voyagers, although there was applause 
when Lochner explained the plan.

A campaign to obtain $50,000 for a 
negro branch T. M. C. A. to cost 8150, 
000 was closed last night in Douglas 
Hall, Beaumont and Lawton avenues, 
when Philemon Bevis, general secretary 
of the Y. M. C. A., announced that $68, 
44780 had been subscribed by 3624 per- 
sons, all except 10 of whom were negroes. 

The largest single contributors among 
negroes were Mrs. Annie M. Pope- 
Turnbo-Malone, a “beauty specialist,” 
who sells a preparation to straighten 
kinky hair. She subscribed $3500 and her 
husband $1500. In a recent case in the 
Circuit Court evidence was submitted to 
show that she had received a profit. of 
more than $1700 monthly from her busi- 
ness. 

Prof. Frank L. Williams, principal of 
Sumner High School, subscribed $1000. 

It was announced that white persons 
had promised to subscribe $100,000 if the 
negroes were able to obtain $60,000. The 
campaign for the money, which has 
been in progress 10 days. was said by 
the leaders to have been the most suc- 
cessful ever conducted among negroes.

One eyewitness declared that 
after the first battalion landed the men 
were shot down so thickly that the 
watchers aboard the ships were asking 
“Why don’t our men advance?” and 
thought the troops were living down 
awaiting orders. The soldiers found 
barbed wire entanglements stretching 
clear out under the water when they 
jumped from their small boats. To add 
to their sufferings the supply of drink- 
ing water was very short. Robert 
Blatchford, the author, in a newspaper 
article yesterdar asserted: 

“Many of these men died of thirst. 
There was ni ice for the wounded. 
There was no place ashore, except in 
dugouts under the hillsides, whehe the 
men were ever safe from the enemy’s 
shell fire, night or day. Numbers were 
sent to Malta and England suffering 
from dysentery or nervous collapse.“ 

John Redmond, the Irish Nationalist 
leader, said in a speech in the House of 
Commons that the sufferings of the 
Irish troops on Gallipoli were the worst 
known in the present war. An official 
announcement was made recently that 
the General responsible for the Suvia 
Ray operations had been removed from 
his command, but his identity is not yet 
known to the Brititsh public. Gen. Sir 
Charles C. Munro reported in favor of 
vithdrawing the troops when he took 
command at the Dardanelles, but the 
popular belief, shared by military men 
here, was that thousands of soldiers 
could not be taken aboard transports 
and effect complete withdrawal from 
their trenches without calamitous loss 
of life. The accomplishment must have 
been a difficult one and the country ts 
relieved that it has been done without 
disaster.

GEN. DE MI, REBEL: 


OF SOUTH AFRICA) 


Boer War Chief Who Led 1914 
Revolution Released on Pay- 
ment of $10,000 Fine. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—Gen. Christian de 
Wet, one of the leaders of the South 
African rebellion against thé British 
Government in 1914, and who was con- 
victed of treason at Bloemfontein, Union 
of South Africa, last June, has been re- 
leased, as have 118 other high treason 
prisoners, according to a dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Co., from Johannes- 
burg. The prisoners were allowed to 
go on payment of their fines and on con- 
dition that they abstain from participa- 
tion in politics, that they neither attend 
nor take part in public meetings and 
that they do not leave their districts 
without permission. 


Gen, de Wet was a Commander in Chief 
of the Free States forces during the 
Boer War. In 1914 he headed a rebellion 
in the Orange Free State and Western 
Transvaal against Great Britain. He was 
captured and sentenced to six years and 
fined $10,000. Last August it was re- 
ported that large numbers of persons 
from various provinces had petitioned 
Viscount Buxton, Govegnor-General of 
the Union of South Africa, for the re- 
lease of Gen. de Wet. There was agita- 
tion also for the release of other rebel 
prisoners.

PROSPERITY HERE 
BY EVERY TEST, 
SAYS AUTHORITY 


Alexander Dana Noyes of Scrib- 
ner's Points Out Conditions 
Which He Says Prove It. 


The question whether the United States 
is now entering, or has already entered, 
on an era of prosperity is discussed by 
Alexander Dana Noyes, financial editor 


of Scribner's Magazine, in the January 
issue of the magazine. The article is en- 
titled, Question of American Prosperi- 
ty.“ He answers the question in the af - 
firmative, maintaining that prosperity 
plainly exists. 

“At bottom,” Noyes writes, all of us 
wish the prompt return of prosperity— 
even those who foresee difticulties in 
conducting the next presidential cam- 
paign if undeniable prosperity is to be 


whose presumptive right to be surround- 
ed by it the opposite party denies.’’ 

He then considers definitions of pros- 
perity, saying that the present state of 
afairs does not measure up to the lavish 
profits and expenditures of such a pe- 
riod as 1901 or 1906, and when optimism 
was unrestrained. ‘“‘But there is pros- 
perity and prosperity,’’ he says; and he 
cites, as one test, the matter of foreign 
exchange. 

Rates of Exchange. 

“If this were to be the test,” he says 
“the prosperity of the United States 
would stand unchallenged; it is doubtful 
if ever before in economic nistory have 
the rates of exchange on all the rest of 
the world moved so powerfully in one 


moved in favor of New York. The eco- 
nomic derangement of Europe by the 
war, however, makes this rather more a 
test of relative than of actual condi- 
tions.’ 

Another test, he says, may be supplied 
by the prices on the Stock Exchange; 
but this test must be cautiously applied, 
since advancing prices may be stimulat- 
ed by currency inflation, when gold val- 
ues may be declining. He points out, 
however, that while speculative war 
stocks have reached their highest point 
and have partially. collapsed, a long se- 
ries of railroad stocks have held the 
higher values they attained since the 
early months of 1915. 

What Bank Clearing Show. 

Bank clearings, Noyes says, accurate- 
ly show the total payments made in 
connection with the business activities 
of any given period. 

Unt the present autumn,“ he writes, 
“the largest weekly total of such bank 
exchanges in this country was the huge 
sum Of $4,868,000,000 in the first week of 
January, 1910. But in the third week of 
last November no less than $4,903,000,000 
checks changed hands—an increase, as 
it happened, of 74 per cent over the 
same week in 1914, of 42 per cent over 
1913, and of N. per cent over even the 
very active November business season 
of 1912.“ 

The monthly statements of iron pro- 
duction, he says, are an even mure tan- 
gible sign of industrial activity. Until! 
last September, the average daily out- 
put of 92,600 tons, reached during Feb- 
ruary, 1913, held the record. September, 
115, went somewhat beyond this output 
and in October the average daily out- 
put crossed the 100,000-ton mark, making

Considers War Order Criticism. 


and while he admits the force of this 
objection, he says the demands of home 
consumers have been the factor which 
has brought the steel trade to the limit 
of its producing capacity. 

He then cites the greatly increased 
business of railroads, those of the Mid- 
die West and Northwest, as well as 
those hauling munitions orders from 
Pittsburg to the sea coast.

Nor is it right for the man holding the mort- 
gage to pay for the same loan, if the owner pays 
for it, because this would be double taxation and 
the law says all double taxes are paid by mis- 
take and must be refunded. , 
The remedy in my opinion would be to get the 
mes and the amount of mortgage on each lot 
rf lands, which are recorded in the Recorder’s of- 
fice, and keep them on file in the Assessor’s office 
and assess from those names and then you can get 
the value of and the amount loaned on land and 
will avoid all mistakes; and if the lender does not 
have his mortgage recorded the owner of the 
land or lot can see he is paying too much or over 
his part and can make complaint to the As- 
sessor and it can de looked after according to 
law.

United States by iflegal, violent acts or any 
other means that could offend the American peo- 
ple in the pride of their authority.“ 

Emphasizing Germany's handicap in the allies’ 
control of communications with America, the 
statement declares that the Berlin Government 
“absolutely denies its responsibility” for these 
acts. It continues: 

The German Government can only say, and 
does most em declare, to Germans 
abroad, to German-American citizens of the 
United States and to the American people all 
alike, that whoever is guilty of conduct tend- 
ing to associate the German cause with law- 
leasness of thought, suggestion or deed against 
life, property and order in the United States, 
ta in fact an enemy of that very cause and a 
source of embarrassment to the German Gov- 


ernment, notwithstanding anything he or they 
may believe to the contrary. 


This defines the attitude of official Germany 
itself toward those “plots and conspiracies” 
which, when necessarily referred to by the Pres- 
ident in fulfilling his duty of acquainting Con- 
gress with the state of the Union, was made a 
subject of discordant outcry on the part of the 
German-American press from one end of the 
couhtry to the other. 

Where does this powerful, unequivocal state- 
ment leave those newspapers? 

They are convicted along with the conspirators 
of acts prejudicial to the German cause—of un- 
patriotic, disloyal conduct not only toward the 
foster country that has nourished them, but to- 
wards the Fatherland that gave them life. 

Reading words that define a professed attitude 
50 irreproachable and in every way satisfactory 
on the part of the Government of Germany, we 
need not inquire how far they may be due to the 
energetic action of the patient Washington au- 
thorities in peremptorily demanding the recall 
of Messrs. Boy-Ed and Von Papen. 

We need not speculate as-to how many causes 
of anxiety and indignation we would have been 
saved, had these words been uttered when hyphen- 
promoted strikes, arson in munitions plants and 
on wharves, antineutral conspiracies from the 
side of the line against Canada, explosions on 
ships at sea first began. 

Loyal American-Americans may abate some of 
their anger of the past because of the promise 
which these words give for the future. If Ger- 
many itself is to be obeyed, the transfer to this 
country of the causes of strife abroad will cease. 
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GEN. FRENCH’S FAREWELL. 

There is deep pathos in Gen. French’s farewell 
to his army. His heart goes out to those who 
have received life-long injury from wounds and 
he thinks with sorrow of that great and glorious 
host of his beloved comrades who -have made the 
greatest sacrifice of all by laying down their 
lives. 

French retires unsuccessful, a baffled man. 
Victory in the field is the only possible compen- 
sation for a commander. Yet even victory is 
turned to sorrow when he contemplates the lives 
it has cost. “When I count the widows and 
orphans his triumph made,” said Ingersoll, “I 
would rather be the humble peasant beside a 
vine-covered cot than be Napoleon Bonaparte.” 
Brave Gen. French, minus the glory, relegated to 
virtual oblivion, is one of the most tragic of 
figures the war has made. 
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As if the tide of gold from BPurope were not 
enough, our gold mines have increased their out- 
put.

Spiess formerly was in business in St. 
Louls, and had a handsome home at 
Bridgeton. St. Louis County. At the 
time of the elopement Spiess’ bride was 
a widow, 

For putting the handsome art glass 
windows in St. John’s M. E. Church, 
Spiess received $42,000 several years ago. 
At that time he was considered 
wealthy. 

Three months ago Spiess and his wite 
moved to Bast St. Louis, he said. His 
fortune was gone and they lived in a 
house which the wife owned. 

“Then came that sauerkraut busi- 
ness,” sald Spiess. “I was sick and 
for four days my wife gave me 
nothing to eat but spareribs and 
sauerkraut. I asked her for nourish- 
ing food, but she wouldn’t give it 
to me. 

“When I got well I asked her for 
car fare, and she said I had a iot of 
nerve. Then I left her. Her father 
and her daughter turned her against 
me,” 

Spiess said that when he formed the 
Spiess Art Glass Co. in St. Louis six 
years ago his father-in-law signed $1600 
worth of notes of the company, later 
turning them over to Mrs. Spiess. 

When his wife was ill, he said, he 
renewed the notes for her to prevent 
her from losing money. Since then, he 
says, his father-in-law and daughter 
have tried to convince Mrs. Spiess that 
he committed forgery in signing her 
name to the renewal notes when she 
was ill. Spiess said he gave his Bridge- 
ton home to his wife, but she mortgaged 


it and lost it.

ARCHBISHOP GIVES 


UIT CLUB ROMILY 
ON HOLIDAY GIFTS 


Prelate Advises Men to Save 
Some Money Until After the 
Bills Come In. 


Archbishop Glennon, addressing the 
City Club at luncheon today, ridiculed 
the giving of expensive Chfistmas pres- 
ents, and urged his hearérs not only to 
make Christmas merry, but to save some 
cheer for the following month, when 
Christmas bills come in. He also de- 
cried New Year's eve extravagance, and 
said such displays of luxury had danger- 
ous possibilities, in their effect on the 
down-and-out and the discontented ele- 
ments of society. 

We, as a people, have let business, 
business, business, creep into the Christ- 
mas festival,“ said the Archbishop. The 
idea of making Christmas a season of 
remembrance is beautiful, but when it 
comes to expensive giving—No! 

“Husband and wife go downtown to 
buy Christmas presents. The man buys 
a gift costing $100, $200 or perhaps $300, 
and hides it. The wife, perhaps in the 
sume store, buys a gift such as she 
thinks suitable to her husband's wealth 
and standing—or to his reputed wealth. 
On Christmas morning, these two come 
together and pags the gifts. Their 
heartstrings are touched. The husband 
indulges in feelings of the unutterable 
bappiness of home life, and perhaps he 
feels this way for several days. Then 
the bills come in, and he finds he has 
to pay for his own present. 

Now, when the husband and wife are 
supposed to be one, why should such 
things as this be necessary? 

“Give your Christmas greeting a wide 
expression. Be as cosmopolitan about it 
as you can. If you doubt whether a 
man is your friend, send him a card, It 
will set him to thinking about you, and 
may make him your friend. A Merry 
Christmas means a Christmas of the 
soul, the heart and the life—it means 
the feeling that humanity has some- 
thing better ahead. Lift up that idea, 
and take Christmas away from the 
merely commercial. 

“Nothing will bring on revolution, or 
the era of sansculottism, sooner than 
an ostentatious display of wealth and 
luxury, crowded into Christmas or into 
the New Year's orgy.

The legality of the license depends 
upon an interpretation of the Missouri 
statutes, which, lawyers point out, are 
somewhat involved. 

Alleged Conflict in Law. 

The Board of Excise Commissioners 
was created in 1913. Prior to that time 
the County Court issued the saloon li- 
censes. Section 7201 provided that the 
Court should not issue the license unless 
a majority of the assessed tax-paying 
citizens in the municipal township 
signed the petition of the applicant. 

Section 7191 provides that if two- 
thirds of the taxpaying citizens of the 
township signed the petition the issu- 
ance of the license was mandatory. 

In 1913 the Legislature, in addition to 
creating the Excise Board, passed a law 
amending section 7201, the amendment 
applying only to St. Louis County, and 
providing that the County Court should 
issue a license if a majority of the tax- 
paying citizens of the school district 
signed the petition. It is conceded by 
both sides that where the law refers to 
the County Court, it applies to the Ex- 
cise Board. 

Blomes obtained a petition, which he 
said bore the names of moré than two- 
thirds of the taxpaying citizens of the 
township. The drys contended that it 
did not contain the names of a ma- 
jority of the taxpayers in the school 
district. This, Blomes contended, was 
not necessary, as he had a township 
mandatory petition, mentioned in sec- 
tion 7191. 

What Dry Forces Contend. | 

The position of the drys is that the | 
amendment to section 7201 repealed sec- 
tion 7191, in so far as St. Louis County 
was concerned, and that there legally | 
could be no mandatory petition in St. 
Louis County. The Excise Board took 
Blomes view of the law in granting the 
license. 

The same application had peen re- 
jected by Robert J. Fine when he was 
Excise Commissioner. After his resig- 
nation was accepted Friday by Gov. 
Major, Harry W. Duck was appointed to 
succeed him. Duck and the other com- 
missioner, Clarence L. Shotwell, voted 
together to issue the license. 

Lewis said today that the drys would 
contest Duck's right to sit as a com- 
missioner. The law requires that the 
board shall he bipartisan. Lewis says 
Duck was a Democratic election judge 
in the last election. The other commis- 
sioner, Shotwell, is a Democrat. 

Lewis said attorneys also would be 
consulted as to whether the Blomes ap- 
plication legally could have been con- 
sidered, after it once had been rejected. 

Eureka has had no saloons for two 
years, all applicants having failed to 
get the requisite number of signers to 
their petitions. 

Blomes is in the hardware and imple- 
ment business. He said today that he 
purchased fixtures for his saloon yester- 
day in St. Louis and would open it 
Christmas day.

The 
followers of baseball will be able to 
follow the game, not the politics. In 
a word, we shall have real baseball 
for the first time in two years. 
However, the Federal League 
served its purpose. This outlaw or- 
ganization was promoted for the sole 
urpore of forcing the sale of cer- 
ain clubs in Organized Baseball. It 
was an expensive experiment, but it 
succeeded. 


The Price of Butting In. 


It is estimated that $160,000 was 
sunk in the local Federal League 
venture. This is a conservative esti- 
mate, at that, but it represents the 
price that Messrs. Stifel, Ball, et al. 
were forced to pay for the privilege 
of buying the Browns at Mr. Hedges’ 
figure. 

There has been no time in the 
ast five years when I would not 
Save sold my club at my price,” said 
Hedges yesterday. “If my team is 
sold in the next week it will be at

The Investment Demand. 

“Having a vearing on the investment 
demard that was demonstrated today. 
and that is expected to be demonsirat- 
fed further as the time approaches for 
release of the January interest and divi- 
dends, were intimations of contemplated 
railroad financing in the near future., 
The St. Paul Railroad this morning sold 
A small Mock of bonds to bankers, and 
the Erie lroad is negotiating the sale 
of a considerable amount of convertible 
bonds to take up a maturing issue of 
notes. 

“Accumulation of capital and the easy 
rates at which funds are obtainable in 
the market at the present time offer 

an inducement that the carriers desired 
for a long time, and it would have been 
Strange if at this time there were not 
under way negotiations for the financ- 
ing of railroads on a long-term basis. 

“For the day as a whole, the stock 
market was a drifting one, with profes- 
sional traders supplying the largest 
part of the business transacted. Be- 
cause prices lately had not responded 
very well to good news, traders thought 
that a little pressure might send the list 
down far enough to enable a little profit 
on the short side. So for a while they 
exerted pressure, inventing a story of 
a new break between the United States 
and Austria ta serve their ends. Pres- 
sure did not bring out stocks, however, 
and during the balance of the day a de- 
sultory covering movement wan about 
all that gave the stock market a tone. 

Uroad Larnings Gain. 

“It is quite evident that the stock 
market is not looking in the direction 
of railroad earnings for fresh impulse 
in the direction of broadening activity. 
Today the first of the series of Novem- 
ber railroad reports appeared from the 
Baltimore & Ohio, making it clear that 
last month’s operations were fully as 
active as the testimony of blockaded 
traffic and car shortages indicated dur- 
ing the month. Gross earnings of the 
Baltimore & Ohio were $2,354,000 ahead 
of November, 1914; net earnings were 
$1,150,000 ahead. So far as gross earn- 
ings were concerned, the increase 
equalled 26 per cent; the increase of net 
earnings was 134 per cent.
